85% of large properties reported
energy use in 2017, up from 80% in 2016.

On average, reporting properties have improved their
energy performance by 8% in just one year
saving over $16 million dollars per year in energy costs.
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When energy scores go up, carbon goes |
down. The carbon emissions from these buildings
are down by 19% in just two years.
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Building on this success, Chicago will launch the new Chicago Energy
Rating System in 2019.
